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Didsbury’s next 20 years 

First draft of Municipal Development Plan released

The first draft of a long-awaited 20-year 
plan to guide the growth of Didsbury has 
been released and now it’s time for public 
input. 

Planners with the City of Airdrie, who 
were contracted to develop the Municipal 
Development Plan (MDP), were on hand 
to walk residents through the recommen¬ 
dations at the Town’s Open House Oct. 26. 

The report’s Action Plan list gives top 
priority to residential development, eco¬ 
nomic sustainability, and municipal servic¬ 
es and utilities. 

One immediate recommendation is that 
the town prepare a detailed plan for future 
annexation and expansion that fits a 
desired design. 

“The town traditionally hasn’t done any 
comprehensive planning,” said communi¬ 
ty planner Chris Elkey. 

“There’s intent to develop, but not a lot 
of planning with regards to what’s around 
it - where the roads are going to go, when* 
services will come from, how they’re 


going to deal with open spaces, and how 
does that site fit in with the rest." 

He said this MDP deals with all of those 
things. 

While a plan of this kind Ls usually revis¬ 
ited every five years, Didsbury hasn’t 
drafted a comprehensive MDP in nearly a 
decade, according to councillor Stan 
Neufeld.

“A lot of the stuff we’re dealing with is 
dealing with decisions that were made 
years ago (by previous councils) and now 
it’s difficult to manage,” he said. 

Neufeld said often times, a plan is put on 
paper and then forgotten. 

“They go to all the trouble to develop a 
plan and then they put it on a shelf and 
then business goes on and they don’t think 
to go back," he said. 


“What we want to do is make this a liv¬ 
ing thing." 

That means every time someone comes 
to town and wants to build something, 
council will go back to the MDP to ensure 
that development fits in with the town’s 
intended design. 

That design is very important, according 
to Elkey. 

He said Didsbury’s “character down¬ 
town" makes the town unique and that 
must be protected. 

Residents agree. 

“1 want that (bylaw) to say that every 
business in the downtown has to look a 
certain way,” said Kathleen Windsor. 

Elkey said right now, there are down¬ 
town design guidelines in place, but they 
haven’t been given any “teeth”. 

“An area redevelopment plan would be 
very similar to what those guidelines are, 
hut it gives them more weight, which means 
when someone comes in and wants to build, 
they’ll have to do it a certain way," he said. 

And that goes for the “character neigh¬ 
bourhoods” too, as the demand for infill¬ 
ing increases. 


“It needs to fit in, and not only fit in from 
a functional perspective, like that the 
roads, services and pathways make sense 
and they actually connect up with each 
other, but it needs to fit in from an overall 
theme, like what kind of housing is going 
to happen,” said Elkey. 

The next step is for council and resi¬ 
dents to give feedback to the planners so 
they can rework the plan to best suit the 
needs of the commmunity now and in the 
future. 

“(Council) needs to hear from the tax¬ 
payers, the business owners, everybody, 
and in the end, they are the ones who will 
approve the plan based on all of that," said 
Elkey. 

“We want to hear as much as we can 
throughout the whole process from coun¬ 
cil and from the community so that we can 
try and make sure that everyone's desires, 
everyone’s needs, everyone’s thoughts 
have been addressed in the plan. 

Mayor Dorothy Moore said that at this 
point, she is only prepared to accept about 
half of the recommended actions put forth 
in the plan.

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At the kitchen table

Halloween or “All Hallows Eve,” was 
first celebrated by the ancient 

Celts in Ireland in the fifth century 
B.C. October 31 was then the official 
end of summer and on that night the 
Celtic people let all their hearth fires 
die so that their huts would be cold and 
uninviting to wandering spirits. Then 
they gathered outside the village where 
a Druid priest had built a huge bonfire 
to both honour the sun god for the har¬ 
vest and to frighten away lurking spir¬ 
its. 

The Celts believed that on October 
31 everyone who had died in the previ¬ 
ous year came back to choose the 
body of a person or animal that they 
would inhabit for the next twelve 
months before they passed peacefully 
into the afterlife. Because no one 
wanted to be possessed by a roving 
soul, family members scared away the 
spirits by dressing up as demons, 
witches and goblins. They paraded 
noisily through the empty houses and 
banged pots and pans and yelled and 
chanted their way to the bonfire out¬ 
side town. Woe betide the poor soul 
who through illness, nerves or manner¬ 
ism appeared to be already possessed, 
he or she might well be tossed on the 
fire as a warning to other spirits look¬ 
ing for a host. 

The Romans adopted the Celtic 
Halloween customs but in A.D. 61 
they outlawed human sacrifice and as 
time went on people ceased to 
believe in spirit possession and 
Halloween became more and more 
just a time for dressing up and having 
a costumed festival. Irish Immigrants 
who fled the potato famine of the 
1840s brought Halloween costumes 
and mischief to America but 
Halloween didn’t arrive in Western 


Canada until after the first World War 
and the first recorded Halloween 
pranks in Calgary included pulling 
wooden planks out of the sidewalk 
and tipping over outhouses. 

Halloween may have taken its time 
to arrive in Canada but according to 
the Canadian Book of Lists Canada 
has been recording mysterious phe¬ 
nomena since the beginning of our 
history. Since the time of Samuel de 
Champlain anthropologists, police 
and government officials have testi¬ 
fied that several First Nations tribes 
have the ability to set large wigwams 
shaking and vibrating without physi¬ 
cal contact. In 1663 the Great Quebec 
earthquake was accurately predicted 
by an Indian girl who told church offi¬ 
cials that a voice had told her there 
would be an earthquake in three days 
at five in the afternoon. 

On Oct. 15, 1785 a figure who looked 
exactly like John Wynyard walked 
through the room of his brother, 
George Wynyard of Sydney N.S. and 
vanished. John was dying in India at 
that very moment. The first picture of 
the British Columbia Legislature was 
taken on January 13 1865. One mem¬ 
ber, Charles Good, was at home seri¬ 
ously ill at the time but his face, a bit 
hazy, appears in the space he would 
have occupied. Tom Thomson of the 
Group of Seven painters, is often seen 
paddling his canoe at Algonquin Park 
where he was found dead in 1917, and 
the house in Toronto occupied from 
1859 to 1861 by William Lyon 
Mackenzie, who died there, reports 
footfalls and the apparition of a small, 
bald-headed man. 

For ghosts a little closer to home try 
Heritage Park, The Deane House and 
the Planetarium. I would love to hear 
about some in Didsbury. I would like to 
hear about them, I don’t want to actual¬ 
ly see them!

The Board of Directors of the MVRWMC has taken this action with due 
consideration after reviewing the declining resident usage at Carstairs site. 

Residents currently using the Carstairs site are asked to bring their solid 
waste to the Mountain View Regional Waste Landfill.

breast self-exams. Eat 
healthy; skip the hag of 
potato chips or the 
chocolate bar and reach 
for fresh veggies and dip. 
Quit smoking; smoking 
causes heart disease, oral 
caneer and increases 
your odds of developing 
breast cancer. Use alco¬ 
hol in moderation; drink¬ 
ing just two alcoholic 
beverages a day can 
increase your risk of 
breast cancer by 30%. 
Have yearly or biyearly 
mammograms, depending 
on your family history. 
And, exercise needs to be 
on your list of things to 
do. According to Anne 
McTiernan of the Fred 
Hutchinson Cancer 
Research Center, over¬ 
weight + sedentary = 
more hormones = breast 
cancer. 

So, get moving. Women 
with a high body mass 
index (BMI) and low 
activity levels have high¬ 
er hormonal levels than 


women with a low BMI. 
Inactive women have 
higher hormonal levels 
than active women. You 
don’t have to be an ath¬ 
lete, you just need to do 
some form of physical 
activity 3 to 4 times a 
week to reduce your risk. 

If you have been diag¬ 
nosed with breast cancer, 
exercise is now just as 
important as it was 
before. Start back at 
your regular exercise rou¬ 
tine as soon as you get 
the OK from your doctor. 
Start slow and pay partic¬ 
ular attention to the 
affected shoulder and 
arm area. Begin with no 
resistance and work your 
way up to easy resistance 
bands, challenging resist¬ 
ance bands, then resist¬ 
ance machines. If you 
can not repeat the exer¬ 
cise 10 time's, lower your 
resistance. Your exercise 
routine will have to be 
modified until full range 
of motion returns and 


may vary from day-to-day 
depending on your 
chemotherapy and/or 
radiation treatments, 
fatigue, nausea, and stiff¬ 
ness of the affected area; 
you may even have to 
miss a workout if neces¬ 
sary. 

Benefits during and 
following cancer treat¬ 
ment are enhanced func¬ 
tional capacity, greater 
muscle strength, 

increased flexibility, 
increased range of 
motion of the affected 
shoulder, decrease of 
weight gain associated 
with chemotherapy, 
decreased fatigue associ¬ 
ated with chemotherapy 
and radiation therapy, 
less incidence of nausea 
during chemotherapy, 
improved sleep patterns, 
enhanced psychological 
well-being, and 

improved quality of life. 
Resistance and flexibili¬ 
ty exercises are very 
important. 

Remember FIT, fre¬ 
quency - 3 to 4 times per 
week, intensity - 75% of 
your maximum heart 
rate, timing - minimum of 
25 minutes for a cardio¬ 
vascular workout. 

Women who are physical¬ 
ly active after breast can¬ 
cer treatments have a 30% 
higher survival rale than 
their inactive peers.

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‘Back to our roots

When Gord Fulton moved his 
flower shop into the old J.V. Berscht 
building on Main Street, he made it 
his mission to bring the building’s 
dying history bark to life. 

As he began chipping away at the 
modem surfaces, exposing the origi¬ 
nal textures, a rich story was uncov¬ 
ered; a story of a man who helped 
build this town. 

Claiming his lot with just a canvas 
tent and saddlery, J.V. Berscht set out 
as Didsbury’s first clothier and one of 
three original businessmen in town. 

But just as things got rolling, a fire 
swept through the downtown in the 
early hours of New Year's Day 1914 
and everything he'd built up was left 
in ashes. 

Rather than packing up what little 
was left and moving on, Berscht got 
to work rebuilding. 

Then, nearing the Depression 
years, a second fire, which started in 
the hardware store next door, 
brought the building to its knees 
once again. 

Again, he rebuilt. 

It’s this tenacity and integrity that 
Fulton wiuited to honour through his 
restoration project. 

“1 think as a business community, 
it's our responsibility to keep alive 
that part of our history that tells as 
who we came front, it tells us of the 
perseverance of those people who 
came to this country, sat in the snow, 
did not have it easy and made it," he 
said. 

Planners working on a 20-year 
development plan for Didsbury agree 
with Fulton's philosophy. 

They've recommended that a bylaw 
be implemented requiring all down¬ 


town businesses reflect the same 
“character" design. 

“The plan itself could actually 
require a redevelopment levy for 
everybody downtown, so the town 
can start collecting money and doing 
its own projects to maintain and 
enhance,” suggested community 
planner Chris Elkey. 

For Fulton, the effort was worth 
every dollar and minute spent. 

Since reopening Victoria’s Flowers 
recently, some of the few residents 
who were a part of the original busi¬ 
ness have come in to reflect on the 
past. 

One woman who worked for 
Berscht recalled her boss telling the 
staff they all had to wear the wigs he 
was selling, to promote the product. 
One night at the bar, the woman’s 
friend was dancing around, parading 
a wig and laughing when he came 
face to face with Mr. Berscht. 

“She heard about it the next day at 
work,” said Fulton. “That's classic.” 

Another gentleman recalled Mr. 
Berscht hiring a pretty young girl to 
model his blue jeans in the early ‘50s 
when blue jeans were still a faux pas. 

“He got the tightest pair of jeans on 
this girl and she wore them, they 
looked good, and sales went through 
the roof," said Fulton. 

“That was very smart business and 
way ahead of his time considering 
jeans were a no-no.” 

This kind of reflection is exactly 
what Fulton was hoping would come 
out of the months of hard work he 
put into the building. 

“I wanted people to say, ‘Wow, 
that’s neat' and neat not just because 
it’s something different, but because 
it takes them back,” he said. 

Since taking possession in June, 
Fulton, his sister and 14-year-old son 


worked up to 16 hour days running 
the business out of the old shop and 
working nights to fix up the new one. 

Chisselling away at cement to 
expose the original red brick was a 
daunting task and there were days 
the crew thought it was never going 
to be done. 

“My knuckles were just raw from 
chipping away with a hammer and 
chisel,” said Fulton. 

“Even my 10-year-old daughter was 
in here shovelling cement to get it out 
of here.” 

After that was done, they took out 
the lino and re-did the hardwood 
floors, stripped the paint off the fire¬ 
place to show the old brick, putting 
in the tin ceiling and adding in glass 
bricks in the front. 

“There was a lot of love and a lot of 
pride that went into the work when 
these buildings were made," said 
Fulton. 

But it’s about more than the physi¬ 
cal look of the place; it’s about a feel¬ 
ing it provides the customers. 

Fulton said nothing gives him more 
pride than when people come in and 
say “it feels good in here.” 

“That’s what the old stores were 
like. It was part of the community, it 
wasn’t rush, rush, rush,” he said. 

“That’s what 1 wanted to recreate; 
let’s take it down a notch." 

As more and more old buildings are 
left to crumble, or tom down and 
replaced by more modem versions, 
Fulton said a piece of yesterday is 
lost and he felt lie owed it to pioneers 
like Berscht to buck the trend. 

“To walk across this flooring, to 
hear the creaks and see the differ¬ 
ences in the colour, there’s some¬ 
thing to be said for that," said Fulton. 

“I hope I look this good when I’m 
as old as this building.”

Last year he started lessons with Top Note and the 
Royal Conservatory of Music (RCM) at Mount Royal 
College in Calgary. 

Ben proved to be at the head of the class during this 
year’s annual RCM examinations, scoring higher than 
any other Grade 1 percussionist. 

He said learning to play drums was sometimes diffi¬ 
cult, especially when the foot pedal was introduced 
and he had to concentrate on three things at once. 

Asked why he chose drums over other instruments, 
Ben said simply, “I just didn't like blowing and I like 
being loud.” 

Luckily his parents didn’t quash that dream. 

“It doesn’t bother us at all,” said Ben’s mom Pam. 

“We can shut his bedroom door and still hear it in 
the background.” 

Ben plans to continue his drumming career and 
hopes to join the high school band down the road.
